Detailed Action 

1. The amendments filed on January 29, 2010 were received. Applicants have amended claims 1, 3, 
5, 8 and 11; and, cancelled claim 2. Claims 1 and 3-1 1 are pending. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 
prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The rejections of claims 1-10 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shimamura et 
al. (US 6,090,505) in view of Ehrlich (US 2003/0064291) and Tsutsue et al. (US 2002/0006548) are 
withdrawn because claims 1,3,5 and 8 were amended; claim 2 was cancelled; and, in light of applicants' 
arguments with respect to the meaning of an the terms "Sn phase" as discussed on p. 6-7 of its remarks. 

4. The rejection of claims 1 and 1 1 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kasamatsu et 
al. (US 6,605,386) in view of Kajiura et al. (JP 2001-143700) is withdrawn because claims 1 and 1 1 were 
amended. 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. Claims 1 and 3-11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The invention of independent 
claims 1 and 11 recites a non-aqueous electrolyte battery secondary battery having a non-aqueous 
electrolyte, a positive electrode, and a negative electrode with a negative active material composed of a 
alloy containing 5 to 25 mass% of nickel and 75 to 95 mass% of tin. The alloy contains a Sn4Ni 3 phase 
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and a Sn phase where the content ratio of the Sri4Ni 3 phase to the Sn phase in the alloy is 0.2 < Z < 3 
(when ni! is the mass of the Sn4Ni 3 phase, m 2 is the mass of the Sn phase, and Z = m^). As discussed 
above, applicants have argued that the terms "Sn phase" is to be understood as a phase of elemental tin 
(see p. 6-7 of its remarks on; and, see also p. 10 of remarks filed on May 11, 2009). In light of these 
arguments and amendments made to the claims, the closest prior art of record, Shimamura et al., Ehrlich, 
Tsutsue et al., Kasamatsu et al. and Kajiura et al, do not teach the alloy composing the negative active 
material recited in amended claims 1 and 11.
